Gannon, one of 
the defendants, was in the court, and said that 
the first year’s rent had heen collected by 
the aid of the “ Black and Tans. 

Mr. Geoghegan—Did you recover that 
year's rent or any rent since? No, nor my 
costs. 

Mr. Shannon—Was this committee of de- 
fendants formed to prevent people grabbing 
land and not paying for it? Most land com- 
mittees were formed for that purpose, and 
they did good work, because there was no 
police at the time. 

‘ “A DISASTROUS YEAR.” 

In reply to further questions by Mr. 
Shannon, the witness said that 1921 was a 
disastrous yéar for farmers, and the rent of 
the farm which Mr. Cosgrave took under an 
agreement for five years was a very high 
one—£420 a year. 

Edward Coggrave, the plaintiff, gave evi- 
dence that he was a grocer, and at the time 
he took Ballintubber farm in 1919 he was 
also stock manager to the Congested Districts 
Board. When he took the farm he did not 
know it was boycotted. In 1920 his stock 
was twice driven off his land, and since that 
time he never had a beast on the land. 
When he took over the land he paid £607 5s. 
for ewes which were on it. Mr. Johnston, 
the landlord, sued him for the rent. and he 
was adjudged bankrupt in 1923. Before he 
was adjudged bankrupt the defendants paid 
£359 10s. through Mr. Davidson, solicitor, 
Ballinasloe. 

In reply to further questions, the witness 
said that he still held the position of stock- 
master temporarily, and had been requested 
by the Land Commission, who were his em- 
ployers now, to annul his bankruptcy. 

In reply to Mr. Shannon, the witness said 
that he did not think that the lands were 
at present taken over by the Land Commis- 
sion for division among the landless men of 
the district. His term expired in 1924, and 
he did not know what happened since then. 
His stock was driven off the land in May, 
1920, by ‘‘the whole parish of Kilreecle.’’ 

Mr, Shannon—Other farms in that county 
were in a similar position to your lands at 
that time? Yes. 

Including one belonging to Mr. Hogan, 
the present Minister for Agriculture? I do 
not know about that. 

Was the object of the Kilreecle Committee 
to save something from the people who had 
no stake in the country and who were putting 
stock on the land? I do not know what 
the object was. All I know is that they took 
my farm from me. 

PAYMENTS ON ACCOUNT. 

Tf you had the farm in 1921-22, what do 
you think you would have lost? I would 
have lost something, I suppose. 

And in 1922-23? I would have lost some- 
thing that year, too. 

Mr. Hollinshead, Official Assignee, gave 
evidence as to the plaintiff's bankruptcy. 
He said that while the bankrutpey was 
proceeding he received three payments on 
account of the rent of the farm, two from 
Thomas Monaghan and one from Messrs.

CASE FOR THE HIGH COURT. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The case of John Donohoe, of 15 Queen’s 
square, Dublin, against James Best, Cork 
street, Dublin, came on by way of appeal on 
behalf of the plaintiff from an order of Mr. 
Justice O’Byrne transferring the action for 

trial to the Circuit Court. 

Mr. Nolan-Whelan (instructed by Mr. C. J. 
Murray, LL.D.), who appeared for the ap- 
pellant, said that the action was for damages 
for false arrest and malicious prosecution, and 
the ground upon which Mr. Justice O'Byrne 
transferred it substantially was that the plain- 
tiff in his statement of claim and affidavit set 
forth no cause of action. 

The facts were, said counsel, that on the 
18th May, 1925, the defendant’s premises 
were broken into and 300 lots of sausage 
casings were removed. On the 27th May the 
defendant inspected casings which the plaintiff 
had sold to Mr. Cosgrave, pork butcher, 
Ranelagh, and purported to identify portion 
of them as belonging to him. Plaintiff was 
brought before the District Justice and charged 
with breaking and entering the Irish Casing 
Company s store at Arbour Hill and stealing 
300 bundies of casings, value £160. He was 
acquitted at Green street. 

Mr. Nolan-Whelan submitted that the plain- 
tiff’s claim set out a cause of action, and that 
his affidavit, if that was necessary, contained 
sufficient facts to put forward a prima facie 
case. 

Mr. Moloney (instructed by Messrs. A. 
O’Hagan and Son), who appeared for the 
defendant and respondent, submitted that 
there was not one word of evidence on the 
part of the plaintiff that there was any per- 
sonal malice or absence of reasonable and pro- 
bable cause. Counsel submitted that it was a 
matter of necessity for the plaintiff, in a 
transferring motion, to put on oath some 
evidence on which the Court would see that 
he had a cause of action, altogether apart 
from what likelihood there was of damages. 

The Supreme Court unanimously decided 
that the order transferring the action to the 
Cirucit Court should be reversed, and that the 
action should be retained in the High Court. 

The appeal accordingly was allowed, the 
costs of the Court below to be costs in the 
ection, and the costs of the appeal to follow 
the result.

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COMBATING CORN CROP 
WEEDS.

ulphate of ammonia has many advantages 
oe then materials used for the destruction 
of cornfield weeds. Being non-poisonous, it 
does not require more than ordinary care in 
use; it can be sprayed at any time of the 
day, provided there is no high wind or rain, 
and there is no necessity to carry out the 
operation at an early hour of the morning 
twhen the dew is on the leaves; but the most 
important advantage is that sulphate of 
ammonia serves the double purpose of killing 
the charlock and supplying nitrogen to the 
corn crop. 

Sulphate of ammonia as a spray has, how- 
ever, one slight disadvantage, in that by 
requiring 2 ewts. to make the solution strong 
enough to kill the charlock, the amount of 
nitrogen which it supplies to the corn crop is 
sometimes so great that the straw lodges. 

Recent investigations have shown that a 
more economical but equally effective method 
of destroying charlock and other cornfield 
weeds is to use a solution consisting of both 
sulphate of ammonia and copper sulphate. 
The liquid to spray one acre should contain 
one to one and a half ewts. sulphate of am- 
monia and 14lbs. copper sulphate dissolved in 
60 gallons of water. 

The solytion made up as above does not 
contain enough sulphate of amMonia to make 
the crop lodge, but serves as a valuable

Need for Caution. 


Whi'st sharing in the general gratification 
all farmers will feel in the improved prospects, 
we think there is still ground for caution. 
We notice that in 1924 the Argentine exported 
750,846 tons of chilled and frozen beef. It is 
true that of this 510,550 tons found its way 
tc Great Britain; and that in the following 
year (on a decreased total export) 462,481 tons 
were disposed of there. This means that 
France, Italy, Germany, Belgium, and Holland 
between them consumed over 200,000 tons of 
Argentine beef in each of these two years. 
Will they do so this year ? or will they con- 
sume more of their own and import less from 
South America ? We think the British import 
order will solve that problem. We have not 
got the terms of that order by us, but until 
and unless all imports of foreign beef and 
cattle are. stopped, we think it may be taken 
for granted that strenuous efforts will be 
made by other exporters to make up any 
shortage in British supplies. . And. — 
though our contiguity to the neighbouring 
island gives us an unique opportunity to 
place our produce first upon her markets, we 
will not be the only producers to put our 
services at her disposal. We should follow 
up our advantage, therefore, by seeing to it 
that what we offer for sale, be it stores or 
fat cattle, is the best of its kind, properly

On the assumption, then, that the summer 
we have just begun will be warm and British 
forage crops will be plentiful, we may antici- 
pate a good deamnd for stores unless some 
other factor in the problem of supply and de- 
mand should work in a contrary direction. 
One other factor we easily deduce: the 
British importation of beef from the Conti- 
nent has been prohibited. It is true, indeed, 
that this is not the only competitive influence 
the Irish farmer has to face. In an interest- 
ing paragraph in the periodical referred to, 
the chief sources of British supply are tabled 
as beef from Argentina and Uruguay, beef 
from Australia, and cattle from Canada. Now 
the latter, in spite of the Irish farmers’ very . 
natural fears, have not so far proved as for- 
midable as many anticipated. Where these 
were counted in tens of thousands, 
ours measured hundreds of thousands, 
exceeding the million in the “ peak” 
years. Moreover, although some de- 
gree of meance to the Irish cattle 
industry may be held to lie in a steadily, 
though slowly, rising tide of Canadian im- 
ports, it is worthy of note that the figures 
for April last show a reduction on those of 
April, 1925. Australia again did not prove

downs of marketing, being. seasonal or 
climatic or sporadic, render short-term cal- 
culations of little value. He must balance a 
good summer for grain against a bad one, 
a bad winter for. roots against a good one, 
and each of these two against the others. 
From the point of view of general balance, 
it is, perhaps, a little unfortunate that the 
policy of the Minister for Agriculture in 
Saorstat Eireann should be the line of 
development indicated for this country as a 
whole; but there is no use in quarrelling 
with facts. We have, on the whole, a 
country more eminently suited for cattle, 
sheep, pigs, hens and their products than for 
grain or other farm produce. But, if this 
points to an intensive culture in these pro- 
ducts, it no less surely points towards the 
greatest diversity practicable within the 
limits of this implicit uniformity. 

In particular, it points towards a 
balancing of milk production against 
beef production. Of course, many dis- 
tricts “run” inevitably to beef or to 
milk, as the case may be, but the degree of 
choice given to farmers is not indefinite. 
Nevertheless, we think it would be a mistake 
to treat a coming boom in either beef pro- 
duction or bacon as a permanent and fixed 
factor for the future of Irish farming. As we 
remarked before in this review our Con- 
tinental neighbours know their way about, 
perhaps, better than we do. They will find 
their way out of the temporary +mpasse in- 
flicted on them by recent discoveries of 
the origin of foot-and-mouth disease, and 
when they find their way out we may have 
intensified competition to meet. Now is the 
time to prepare for it. Do not let us, in 
making these preparations, omit to improve 
the quality of our meat and cattle export, 
and do not let us under-estimate the _per- 
manent value of a high quality of milking

From this it will be seen that the present 
usual method of watering in-fed cows, or, 
rather, not watering them, is, to say the 
least of it, very unsatisfactory—too .much 
dependence is put on the root feed. 

Few cows in milk are driven the whole 
way—that is, worked to the limit of their 
production—but, if efficiently watered, the 
production of milk in the cow would be 
greatly assisted. 

A modern cow-barn is kept clean with the 
minimum of labour, and, if possible, water 
under pressure should he available to hose 
down oben and mangers from end to end. 
Stale food should not be allowed to remain 
in the mangers, and these should be kept 
clean and wholesome, and scraped and 
scrubbed as required. 

A recess should be formed in wall at most 
convenient point, for water cock to take hose 
or for bucket; in this way the water cock 
is not a source of danger by projecting beyond 
wall. 


A Clear View. 


In the modern cow-barn there is nothing 
whatever inside to obstruct the vision—the 
whole of it being on full view from any point. 

Milkers should have clean, dry hands, and 
a wash-hand basin with supply of water, and 
towels, should be provided in a convenient 
place adjoining cow-barn. Milkers should 
also cultivate a quiet, easy way with cows— 
shouting and noise are quite out of place in 
the cow-barn. 

This article deals with the internal arrange- 
ments of modern cow-barns, but the informa- 
tion given will act as a guide in the re-model- 
ling of as cow-barns, and these can, 
very often, with insignificant expenditure, be 
made very good, convenient and modern. 


‘‘washed,”’ as it is a mistake to apply too 
much fluid. The thinnest possible covering 
of the fungicide is sufficient. If a knapsack 
sprayer is not available, a syringe fitted with 
a nozzle which throws a mist-like spray is 
sufficient for small plots. Large fields of 
potatoes are best covered by a horse-drawn 
machine. Where any kind of spraying is 
difficult, ‘‘ dusting ” or “ dry-spraying ’’ with 
a prepared powder containing copper salts 
may resorted to. The dust should be 
applied when the leaves are wet with dew or 
rain. 

The first spraying of second early and main 
crop potatoes should be taken in hand at 
once before any blight develops. The second 
spraying should Se done about three weeks 
after the first. Where, however, the crop is 
found to be damaged by aphides, it should

EFFECT OF AUDITOR-GENERAL'S

a certain extent that comment had pretty 
well spoiled the effect that might be loeked 
for from the Act.

LOCAL AUTHORITIES. 


Sue MUTUAL ASSURANCE BILL. 


th 

- It had been apparent for a time 
that the system under which local dc Eisw 
insured their property against fire risk was 
extravagant, and in other respects was not 
altogether satisfactory. It appeared that the 
risk ratio on property of authorities in 
ireland was only about 7 per cent., whereas 
the normal rate for ordinary property was B5- 
per cent. Insurance companies themselves 
were not altogether pleased with the existing 
arrangement. So much money had to be 
expended in paying salaries and travelling 
expenses of canvassers that it was a moot 
point whether the business was worth 
securing in the end. 

PRECEDENT. 

Early in the present century a similar 
state of affairs had existed in Great Britain, 
and as a result of the efforts of local authori- 
ties there a Municipal United Insurance 
Company was inaugurated in 1903. That 
company had heen an unqualified success. 
Since its establishment premiums had been 
reduced and a reserve fund formed from which 
loans were made to local authorities at low 
rates of interest. The same principle had 
since been applied to employers liability in- 
surance. 

Efforts to establish a similar company in 
Ireland had been hampered by the require- 
ment of the Assurance Act of 1909, that com- 
panies formed after the passing of the Act 
should make a very large deposit. Mutual 
assurance companies were exempted, but it 
had been ruled that such a company, with 
local authorities as its members, was not 
covered by the exemption, The bill would 
enable local authorities to be members of a 
mutual assurance company and permit the 
establishment of such a company without de- 
sit. 

The bill left it to the diseretion of local 
authorities to become members of a company, 
and any company formed under the bill must 
stand or fall on its merits. The Dail was 
not asked to approve any such company or 
to make it difficult for a loeal authority to 
refuse to join. 

FARMERS IMPRESSED. 

Mr. R. Wilson said that the farmers’ repre- 
sentatives were favourably impressed with 
the necessity for the bill, and believed that 
by its means continued efforts would be 
made by local authorities to reduce expenses. 

Mr. Hewat said that the principle under- 
lying the bill was absolutely unsound. If 
before the company had anything to fall 
back on a valuable building were burned, the 
ratepayers.

He did not know 
what were the liabilities of mutual insurance 
nor what was the law on the subject. 

Professor Magennis then quoted from the 
law reports the judgment in the British case 
of the Lion Assurance Company against 
The company was a mutual com- 
pany for the insurance of ships belonging to 
the members. On the winding-up of the com- 
pany the defendant claimed that he was liable 
only to the extent of the £5 guarantee given 
by every member to cover costs and expenses. 
The judgment of the court was that the de- 
fendant was not alone a member of the com- 
pany, but was also an insurer and an insured, 
and as an insurer was liable to the full ex- 
tent of his property for contribution towards 
the loss which other members might incur by 
the loss of ships insured with the company, 
and his liability had no reference to the gua- 
rantee at all. 

That was the law on the subject, and 
under it every local authority that was a 
member of a mutual insuranee society would 
he liable to the last penny of its assets for 
the losses of another insured authority. That 
was the proposal that had the optimistic and 
hearty approval of Deputy Heffernan. 


RE-INSURANCE. 

It might be said that this terrible weight 
of liability might be removed from the 
shoulders of a local authority by a smgle pro- 
eess of re-insurance. That meant that County 
Councils and other lecal bodies should com- 
bine to become agents for foreign insurance 
companies to take out policies and pay pre- 
miums with the ratepayers’ money. That 
would lead to the exportation of more Irish 
capital. To his mind it was the worst mea- 
sure that the Government had ever irtro- 
duced, and it was difficult to believe that 
they were serious in desiring to push 1t 
through. The fact was that the Government 
had no settled policy with regard to loca! 
authorities. At one moment they were intro- 
ducing measures to curtail the powers of 
local authorities, and at the next they were 
seeking to add to these bodies liabilities from 
which they ought to be exempted. 

Mr. Johnson said that of all public 
functions, outside public health, assurance 
was one that et fall upon the shoulders 
of organisations, whether voluntary, national 
or municipal. It was inevitable that Ivish 
companies must expect capital in exactly the 
same way as the EL Sage company would do. 

It was as reasonable for an association of 
wag bodies to come together prepared to 

ear their Own assurance as it was for any 
railway company or other big business cor- 
poration. He thought that the real objection 
to the bill was that it would decrease the 
amounts of cash available for the business 
of insurance companies conducted for private 
profits. He thought that the bill was a 
movement ip the right direction, and he 
hoped for a time, not too far hance, when 
fire and workmen's compensation and life 
insurance would be undertaken by a national 
organisation not run for private profit. 

ECONOMIC BENEFIT. 

Mr. Roddy, supporting the bill, said that 
it would be of great economic benefit to the 
country and a source of relief to the rate- 
payers. Such a measure had been recom- 
mended by the General Council of County 
Councils for many years past. He saw no 
reason why the scheme should not be a suc- 
cess, and in their present mood he believed 
that local bedies would work to make it a 
success. 

Mr. Burke, Minister for Local Government, 
concluding the debate, said that he had no 
doubt that the measure would work out 
beneficially for the country generally. It 
was the intention of the company to re- 
insure as far as possible with Irish companies, 
and as funds accumulated the com would 
be able to carry a larger share “ir risks. 
It would probably tend to give more busi- 
ness to Irish companies than under present 
conditions, .

In addition six thousand cases of oranges 
are lying unclaimed at. the docks. owing 
to the low prices ruling, and. three 
steamers carrying another forty thousand 
cases are due in Liverpool during the 
week. )

LOST £8,000 IN A WEEK.

BILLIARDS PLAYER'S 
‘* SECONDS.”’ 


When Thomas Reece, the well-known 
professional billiards player, giving an 
address an Shoreham, appeared before the 
Deputy-Registrar at Brighton County 
Court yesterday, he admitted that during 
one week he backed no fewer than 22 horses 
which passed the post second. 

The statement of his affairs showed 
liabilities expected to rank for dividend 
of £1,799, and no assets. The debtor said 
that his average earnings were £3500 a 
year, but since June, 1924, they had fallen 
to about £100. He admitted that he had 
a sum of £7,425 standing to his credit 
at the bank on June Ist, 1924. Asked why 
he borrowed £600 during that month from 
Mr. Frank Curzon, he said that he lost 
over £8,000 in one week. At Manchester 
Races that week he backed no fewer than 
92 ‘‘seconds’’ in succession. He had 
scores of times put £5,000 on one horse. 
He added: “ You don’t think anything of 
that when you are always among it.”’

PLANS,

ATTEMPT TO RUSH VOTE 
ON THE OATH FAILS. 
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Papers dealing with technical instruction 
from an engineering point of view, women’s 
employment, and art and industry, were read 
at the resumed session of the Irish Techni- 
cal Instructors’ Association in the East 
Avenue Hall, Killarney, yesterday. Mr. T. P. 
Gill presided. i 

Mr. Daniel Corkery, whose paper ‘dealt 
with art and industry, said that there were 
still too much of the ‘good enough ” and 
too little of the ‘‘ excellent.’’ 

At the afternoon session the following re- 
solution from the Dublin Committee of Tech- 
nical Instruction came before the Congress: 

“That for the efficient working of 
technical instruction, this Congress is of 
the opinion that the only test for 
teachers be those of character and quali- 
fications. ”’ 

Before the resolution came on, the Presi- 
dent said that it raised an acute politica! 
and legal question. The Congress had held 
that the essential factor in the success of 
their work had been that they had kept all 
parties working together. If those inter- 
ested in the resolution wanted the question 
ventilated he was prepared to let the matter 
be ventilated there; but he would ask that 
the question of a vote on rt would not arise. 


“ MOST UNFAIR." 

Mr. Bowen, the proposer of the re- 
solution, said that they were not responsible 
for the introduction of politics, and it was to 
get politics out of their work altogether that 
they brought forward this resolution. The 
imposition of tests was a canker eating into 
the work of the committees. 

Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington, who seconded, 
said that this was the most vital matter 
of the entire Congress, affecting, as it did, 
their teachers. | 

Miss Kate Breen (Kerry) supported the re- 
solution. 

Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington and Mr. 
demanded a vote. 

The President said that it was most un- 
fair to ask them to decide a matter not be. 
fore them. He ruled that this was not a 
suitable place for such a resolution. 

Mr. Beaumont moved: ‘‘ That the Congress 
disagree with the Chairman’s ruling,’’ and 
Mr. Bowen seconded, 

The President put the resolution to the 
“Ayes” and ‘‘Noes,’’ whereupon Mfs. 
Skeffington called for a poll. 

The President said that it was perfectly 
manifest that the whole sense of the Congress 
was against the resolution. 

A delegate asked if the Chairman's ruling 
was to be supported against a gang of polli- 
ticlans, who came there for this purpose. 


DUBLIN DELEGATES WALK OUT. 
Canon Johnson said that it was a constitu- 
tional test which the Government had a per- 
fect right to apply to people responsible to 
and paid by the State. 

Mrs. Skeffington said that the President 
had broken all the laws of chairmanship, and 
as a protest against his ruling the Dublin 
delegates would leave. She continued speak- 
ing, and there were hisses. She said that the 
Chairman had declared that the teachers were 
not to be chosen for character or good qualifi- 
cations, and all she said was that she wished 
him joy in that position.

The practice in favour,” said Mr.

satisfactory. The proportion of apprentices 
to mechanics was far too high, and in times 
of depression there were only one or two 
mechanics in engineering shops, particularily 
in ‘motor garages. i 


COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE. 

If he (the speaker) were asked what would 
be the best system of training he would be 
inclined to say :—‘ Take the boy at fourteen. 
when he leaves the primary school, and put 
him through a two-year day course in a 
technical school. At 16 let him start a four 
years’ apprenticeship, with compulsory 
attendance for at least three years at evening 
classes.”’ 

Mrs. Maud Walsh thought that there ought 
to be greater co-operation between employers 
and associations, technical committees and 
technical schools, and every member of the 
Chambers of Commerce should be in touch 
witn the work going on in the technical 
schools. 

In the course of a paper on “ Art and 
Industry,"’ which he read in Irish, Mr. Daniel 
Corkery (Cork), said that the only mind in 
the community that suffered so acutely from 
the presence of ugliness that it could not 
rest. without making some attempt to 
remove it was that of the artist. © There 
was still too much of tlie “ good enough,” 
and too. little of the ‘‘ excellent.”” Towards 
the higher standard they must each and all 
do what was in them to do. 


CONTINUATION SCHOOLS. 


Mr. P. H. Barry said that the courses thev 
hoped to promote in ‘the continuation schoois 
would have as subiects the history of their 
local ruins, of abbeys and churches. 

“ Women’s Employment ” was the title of 
a paper read by Miss M. Haire Forster, Em- 
ployment Branch, Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce. ‘‘I should be glad,” she said, 
“to see the number of girls attending courses 
in shorthand-typing and bookkeeping reduced 
by half, and a corresponding increase in at- 
tendance at courses leading to the develop- 
ment of the country’s agricultural and indus- 
trial resources.” She suggested courses of 
traiping for girls extending at least over a 
vear. ey should be full-time day courses, 
including, in addition to expert training in 
the particular trades selected, general educa- 
tional subjects, hygiene, singing and physical 
exercises. She also suggested trade classes 
for apprentices or learners, especially designed 
for those already engaged in a particular 
trade. Part-time education up to the age of 
eighteen years should be provided for, as well 
as trade classes in technical schools. 

Miss Forster urged the establishment of 
schools for the training of domestic servants. 


GIRLS’ EMPLOYMENT. 


Mrs. Kettle said that there was a consider- 
able increase an the interest shown 
in the question of girls’ employ- 
ment. There were a large number of girls, 
especially in the towns and cities, who did 
not get the same chances as boys, and it 
was: most important that these girls should 
be properly equipped to earn their living. 

Mrs. Shechy-Skeffington said that her ex- 
perience of the Technical Committees was that 
‘‘ woman’s place was in the home,” was made 
the excuse for the exclusion of women from 
other careers. She did not see why they 
would not pay for women instructors in 
housewifery and household management on 
the same basis as men instructors. 


THE COMMISSION. 

Mr. Ellis proposed that the Association ask 
the Minister for Education to nominate one 
representative of the Association to be 
selected by the Standing Council on the Com- 
mission of Inquiry into Technical Instruction, 
and that the Standing Council be authorised 
to prepare evidence on behalf of the Associa- 
tion.

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eect ge xing and the teaching of Irish 
in the schools ‘were the principal 
subjects of the Archbishop of Dublin’s 
presidential address to the United Synod 
of Dublin, Kildare and Glendalough yes- 
terday. 

The Archbishop said that a new pro- 
gramme was shortly to be enforced, follow- 
ing the terms of the report recently pre- 
sented to the Minister for Education by 
the National Rrogramme Conference of 
1925. If it was reasonably enforced, he 
believed that the apprehensions of many 
who disliked compulsory Irish in the 
schools would be considerably relieved. — 

If a programme which was not against 
his principles was submitted, he accepted 
it and was ready to work it without carp- 
ing at it in front of the children. He was 
very anxious that they should not lose 
the solid and real benefits which lay ready 
to their hands while criticising details 
which were not of equally fundamental 
importance. 

In spite of the great improvement in 
the teachers’ position, the number of 
candidates for training did not seem to 
increase. If the fact that Irish was re- 
quired constituted the barrier, such an 
objection was really unreasonable. 

Referring to the introduction of the 
pupil teacher system and the preparatory 
colleges, he said that he had been asked 
to accept the managership of the college 
for Protestants which would be set up in 
Dublin. They would be foolish as a 
Church if they did not determine to make 
the fullest use of the opportunities placed 
in their way. 

Finally the 
parents to consider seriously the advan- 
tages .which the teachers’ profession 
offered to their children. 


IRISH IN THE SCHOOLS. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ADVICE. 

The President was received with applause 
when he rose to complete the statement that 
he began on Tuesday. He said that the 
education question called, as usual, for their 
serious attention. . Whether or not they 
agreed with the policy of the education 
authority in the Free State, they could not 
complain that the question was neglected. A 
new programme was shortly to be enforced, 
following the terms of the report recently 
presented to the Minister of Education by 
the National Programme Conference of 1925. 

He thought that the 
Board of Education would be found to be 
justified in regard to the amount of time re- 


u 
the resultant reduction of time available for 
the study of subjects of prime importance. 
At the same time, the report of, the Con- 
ference recognised and suggested. a policy 
based on the recognition that wherever the 
children of a school possessed only one “' per- 
fectly easy medium “” of expression—English 
or Irish—that language should be the vehicle 
of instruction. Efforts, of course, were to be 
made to hasten the time when Irish would be 
such a perfectly easy medium, but until that 
day arrived there was offered a higher course 
in the predominant language of the school 
and a lower course in the other language. 

I understand, said the President, that the 
programme shortly to be imposed embodies 
this principle of alternatives, and I would 
say that if this is the case, and if this reason- 
able principle is equally reasonably ad- 
ministered, the apprehensions of many of us 
who dislike compulsory Irish in the schools 
will be considerably relieved. 


SENTIMENT AND UTILITY. 

The position I have myself taken up in this 
matter is as follows :—There is a conflict for 
the direction of education between sentiment 
and utility. For the moment sentiment has 
the upper hand and isin control of the educa- 
tional machine, causing it to function in ways 
pleasing to itself. Chis is a fact, and a 
dominant fact of the situation, and I recog- 
nise it. I do not think that the presen‘ par- 
ticular ‘method of fostering the study of Irish 
will have the success anticipated, for legisla- 
tion in advance of public opinion generally 
defeats its own ends. And it has long been 
a characteristic of Irish life that anything 
savouring of compulsion, and particularly 
Governmental compulsion, calls out a spirit 
of resistance. I have no reason to doubt 
that our national temperament will assert 
itself here, as elsewhere, and that quite in- 
dependently of the answer to be given by the 
people to the very important questiori 
whether sentiment should take precedence of 
utility in the arrangement of a school pro- 
gramme. 

But I have digressed. I was saying that I 
recognise the fact that_our educational system 
is in the hands of those who wish to employ 
if to make the Irish people at least bi-lingual. 
[ am not at one with them in thejr aims, 
but. the place in which to seek to modify 
those aims is not the schools; it is the 
country and the places such as the Dail and 
Senate, where the country’s public opinion 
can be expressed. And, therefore, if a pro- 
gramme that is not against my principles is 
imposed, I accept it and am ready to work 
it without carping at it in front of the 
children. Time, he continued, would mend 
a difficult situation, but he saw no reason 
why, if children had to go to school to have 
their wits sharpened, Irish should not be 
as good a whetstone as French or geography. 


THE SPOKEN LANGUAGE. 

Meanwhile, what the effect upon the spoken 
Irish language itself would be it was hard to 
imagine. As a rule, when a language was 
being learnt the situation was that a few 
learners were scattered through a nation of 
native speakers. Here the position was 
reversed, and they had a few native speakers 
surrounded by a nation of learners. hether 
the resultant outcome would be the Irish 
language or something that passed under that 
name, let the next generation tell. Mean- 
while, their children had to be taught, and 
they had the advantage of a system which 
enabled them to be taught in schools which, 
for the most part, were under their own 
management. 

I am very deeply concerned, continued the 
Archbishop, to see that we do not lose the 
solid and real benefits which lie close to 
our own hands, while criticising details which 
are not of equally fundamental! importance, 


SUPPLY OF TEACHERS. 


We need for our schools a constant influx 
of young men and women for training as 
teachers. And yet, in spite of the enormous 
improvement in the teacher’s position, the 
number of. candidates for training does not 
tend to increase. Most persistent efforts have 
been made with the help and guidance of the 
Principal of the Training College, Dr. Moore, 
and nothing is being left undone to bring to 
the notice of young po in our Church the 
fine openings in the teaching profession and the 
opportunities of entering them. But still there 
is an indisposition on the part of many to 
adopt this splendid calling. which in the 
truest sense might be called Church-building. 

I do not know whether the fact that Tris 
is now required constitutes a barrier. Such 
an objection is really unreasonable. Look 
at the programme of any public examina- 
tion, and see how many subjects are pre- 
scribed for which the candidate cannot be ex- 
pected to feel any personal interest. They 
are studied uncomplainingly, and I cannot 
see why it should not be the same with Irish.

THE LABOUR AMENDMENT. 
SECOND READING 
CARRIED. 
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Oug PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The Speaker was absent from the House 
of Commons to-day, receiving an honorary 
degree at Oxford, and during question hour 
the members were somewhat tke a lot of 
schoolboys freed from restraint. A number 
of questions addressed to the Foreign Uffice 
vegarding the activities of Russia drew angry 
protest trom the Socialist Benches, but anger 
changed to amusement when it was noticed 
that it became the duty of Mr. G. Locker- 
Lampson, as Under Secretary, to answer the 
awkward queries. 

In the course of his replies Mr. Locker- 
Lampson said that no couriers with sealed 
bags were permitted to travel for Arcos, 
Limited. The Soviet Trade Delegation was 
the only trade organisation associated with 
the Soviet Government which was allowed to 
send and receive sealed bags. The Chairman 
of the Soviet Trade Delegation, appointed 
under the terms of the Anglo-Russian Trade 
Agreement of 1921, was the only commercial 
agent of the Soviet Government who enjoyed 
diplomatic immunity in this country. No 
Government, other than the Soviet Govern- 
ment, enjoyed the right of appointing trad: 
ing agents in this country with the privileges 
specified. 

Sir Richard Barnett asked why this par 
ticular official should be given privileges and 
immunities not enjoyed by representatives 
of any other country, but Mr. Locker-Lamp- 
son said that the reason was that the Russian 
Government was the only Government that 
had a monopoly of foreign trade. 


MINING INDUSTRY.

proposition, and ought, really, to be lopped 
off. — Collieries, he said, like human beings, 
had their growth, their old age, and death. 
In the mining industry, instead of giving the 
unprofitable mines a decent burial, they had 
been carrying the corpse about. This coal 
stoppage was cpsting the nation £8,000,000 a 
aay. A an gai was taking possession of 
our whole indmstrial life, and millions of 
mé were in dire distress. 

e earnestly appealed to the House to 
abandon prejndice and get down to the rea! 
remedy, which | was indicated in the Labour 
amendment. e expressed the hope that, as 
a result of the debate, there would be a 
round table conference. If the discussion did 
not result in effective work to bring nearer a 
settlement, it would have been better not to 
have had a debate at ail. 


‘VAGUE PROPOSALS.” 
Leslie Scott, whilst commending the 
statesmanlike character of Mr. Hartshorn’s 
speech, regretted that he had not put forward 
any effective alternative to the definite pro- 
posals contained in the bill. There were 
Labour cries of| “ Oh ” at this, but Sir Leslie 
insisted that the provisions of the bill would 
do more for the industry than the rather 
vague proposals| indicated by Mr. Hartshorn. 

Mr. Tucker,|a Labour member, regarded 
the bill as an attempt to get away from the 
findings of the} Royal Commission, and Mr. 
Lloyd George, a !ittle later, was inclined to 
regret that the Government had not accepted 
the report of the Commission as a _ whole. 
The Bill, he said, dealt with the problem in 
a partial and truncated form, and it con- 
tained two grave omissions. The first was 
the refusal to deal with the purchase of 
mining royalties, and the second was the 
absence of any power to initiate amalgama- 
tion. Only by the Government’s holding the 
whole of the minerals would they be in a 
position to exercise pressure on refractory 
colliery proprietors. He described the Govern- 
ment’s amalgamation scheme as “ utterly 
futile.”” He warmly welcomed the proposal 
of Mr. Hartshorn fur a round-table con- 
ference, in the hope of reaching a settlement 
agreeable to all concerned. i 

Definite power to enforce amalgamations 
was also urged by Mr. Spencer, who repre- 
sent a mining area in Nottinghamshire. He 
also suggested a commercial and scientific 
reorganisation of the industry, as a means of 
effecting*an almost immediate reduction in 
the cost of coal to the consumer, varying 
from 2s. 6d. to 5s. a ton. Challenged on this 
point, he instanced a case where no less than 
17s. 3d. a ton was charged for cartage alone. 


SQUARE DEAL WANTED. 

Mr. Dunean Graham used much stronger 
language than Mr. Hartshorn’s. He accused 
the Prime Minister of being merely the tool 
of the colliery owners. He went on: There 
is no use in your a that you will get 
the miners back under this, or any other, 
bill, unless they are convinced that they ate 
going to get a square deal, and they know 
they are not going to get this under the bill. 
If, however, the miners were by force of 
circumstances compelled to return to work, 
he warned the Government that he would 
instruct them so to restrict their output as 
to compel the public to pay a price which 
would ensure a fair wage for the miners. 

Lord Henry Cavendish-Bentinck, who, al- 
though officially a Conservative, has on 
numerous occasions found himself in sym- 
pathy with Labour ideals, expressed his 
opinion that the bill would not solve the pre- 
sent difficulty, He urged the Government to 
withdraw the measure, and get back to a 
conference on the recommendations of the 
Royal: Commission, 


SUGGESTED COMMITTEE. 

As a Liberal, Sir Beddoe Rees, whilst a 
believer in reorganisation, did. not believe 
that the boldest scheme in this direction 
would meet present difficulties. It would 
not reduce the cost of production down to 
the required level, and it was a mistake to 
mislead the miners into thinking that it was 
a solution of the problem. The fact. was, he 
said, they were in the hands of the extre- 
mists on both sides.

The grave 
ard is God’s Acre, as the Church is His 
cal Reverence for His holy Name 
should inspire to vigorous action all who 
are responsibl> for the up-keep of places 
dedicated not only to His service, but to the 
memory of His sons and daughters called to 
their rest. I know the difficulties, some. 
times insuperable, which face incumbents and | 
churchwardens in the management of grave 
ards, which though by law under their 
jurisdiction are often, in fact, wholly out of 
their contro]. I ask them not to be weary in 
well doing, and respectfully suggest that they 
should invite the co- operation of their Roman 
Catholic neighbours in rescuing from neglect 
the holy ground where the bodies of God's 
children of all Churches are laid to rest 

FINANCE. 

Discussing the financial position of 
diocese, the President said that it was 
sound—they paid their way and no stipend 
had been cut down through failure on the 
part of the diocese to meet its 
engagements. With regard to 
sources of their revenue, however, he 
said :—A Church relying for payment of its 
necessary expenses on the generosity of out 
siders. or on endowments secured by deceased 
benefactors, or by multiplication of fétes. 
half dead. It is right that every generation 
of followers’ of Christ should have the 
privilege of making substantial sacrifices fo 
their faith. All is not well with Limerick 
Diocese in this respect. As years have 
passed our endowments have increased. Wy 
do well to be glad that so it is, and that the 
majority of our ministers are likely to receive 
a maintenance which is not niggardly Our 
diminishing contributions to assessments and 
to many charities are not, one fears, wholly 
due to a reduction in our population. More 
than that I need not say; less it would not 
be honest of me to say on a subject closely 
connected with our ‘spiritual life.” 

EDUCATION. 

Discussing the report on Education, 
said—‘‘ You will note that it is longer than 
usual, and deals with questions deeply affect 
ing our Church and country. The Board was 
invited by the Minister of Education to 
advice about the drawing up of a new pro 
gramme for national schools, and it has put 
on record its answer to that courteous in 
vitation.
